as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bjork, 
Nanoletters '02, of record. 

The previous rejection still applies. 

Claims 1,8,17,24,94,114,115,119,133,134 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Bjork '02 in view of Ohlsson 1 1/01 , of record. 
The previous rejection applies. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 9/8/05 is insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of all the claims based upon Bjork or Bjork with Ohlsson as set forth in the last 
Office action because: there is no antecedent basis in the provisional applications for 
the claim recitations "not more than 8 diametral lattice planes". This language is not in 
any of the provisional applications. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As stated above the rejected claims have support only from the filing date of 
the non-provisional application. There is no mention of "...8 diametral..." in any of the 
provisional applications.
